TEE MINERS’ PREPARATIONS TO MEET 
THE STATE TROOPS. 


The Militia Restive Under the Restraint 
of Delay—Proposed Outting of the 
Telegraph Line to Coal Oreek—Sheriff 
Rutherford Has Not Filed the Country 
—His Explanation of His Course—How 
the Miners Regard the Coming of the 
Soldiers—Effective Force of the Strikers 
—Origia of the Trouble. 


CoaL CREEK, Tenn., July 22, 2 p. m.—One of 
the leaders of the strike has just received a 
telegram from a member of the commit- 
tee who went to Knoxville to confer 
with the State authorities, which says that 
Gov. Buchanan has ordered the troops to 
Rriceville this afternoon and that blood 
shed is expected. 


CoaL CREEK, July 22.—There has been no 
outbreak so far to-day. ‘The miners congre- 
gate in groups and discuss the probabilities 
of the future. Their wives go about among 
them counseling firmness, but urging the 
men to retrain from drink and unnecessary 
lawless acts. They are determined men, 
these miners of the mountains of East Ten- 
nessee. They come of a hardy line, many of 
whom were famous as scouts and woodsmen 
in the dark days of the Rebellion, when this 
part of the State stood out for the Union. 

That these miners will give battie to the 
soldiers of Gov. Buchanan if an attempt is 
made to place the convicts in the mines 
again, no one who knows their temper 
doubts. To-day there are 2,000 well-armed 
miners at Briceville and Coal Creek waiting 
for the militia. Advices from various points 
in Tennessee, Virginia and Kentucky indicate 
that the miners can, on short notice, raisea 
force of 10,000 efficient men. 

Your correspondent learned this morning 
that on Monday night, when it was thought 
the militia and the convicts were coming, a 
force of strikers massed on Waldron’s Ridge 
and prepared to roll down huge boul- 
ders on the soldiers should they approach. 

Such is the mode of warfare that may be 
adopted should the militia come to-day. 

It was rumored last night that the stock- 
ades built by the Coal & Iron Co. would be 
blown up with dynamite, with which deadly 
stuff the strikers are plentifully supplied. 
But daylight revealed the stockades still 
standing. 

Your correspondent talked last night with 
labor Commissioner Ford who came to look 
the situation overand try to bring abouta 
compromise.

THE MINERS’ CAUSE. 


ORIGIN OF THE CONFLICT NOW WAGED IN TEN- 
NWESSEE. 

New York, July 22.—President Samuel Gom- 

pers of the American Federation of Labor, in 


speaking yesterday of the action of the Ten- ) 


nessee miners in driving the troops from 
Bricevilie, said: 

Whether the action of the miners was jus- 
table or not, no one can blame them. They 
are simply fighting for bread for themselves 
and their families. The affair at New 
Orleans has created a precedent that when 
protection failed to be provided for citizens 
the citizens took the law in their own hands. 
Iam well acquainted with these miners, and 
I Know that large numbers of them are thrown 
out of work on account of the employment of 
convicts. This present case is worse than all 
others before. The men were striking for an 
increase of wages and convicts took the 
places. The State of Tennessee really con- 
verted itself into a bureau to supply scab 
labor. 

**Some time ago the miners had a bill intro- 
duced in the Tennessee Legislature to pro- 
hibit the employment of convicts as miners. 
Gov. Buchanan fought against the bill and 
had it defeated. What justice can the miners 
expect from this man now that he has to ad- 
minister the law?’’ 

President Gompers was next askedif he 
had anything to say about the report that the 
Chicago Trade and Labor Assembly had de- 
cided to ask all unions afMmiliated with the 
Federation not tovote for his re-election as 
Its chief officer. 

**The report may be true, he replied, but 
Ido not care to say much in regard toit. I 
cannot please every one, and those who are 
not satisfied will have a proper place to state 
their grievances at the meeting of the Federa- 
tion.

OTHER LABOR NEWS. 


SHUT DOWN OF THE PENNSYLVANIA STEEL 
MILLS AT HARRISBURG. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., July 21.—When the peo- 
ple of Harrisburg awoke this morning about 
the first news they heard was the announce- 
ment of the shut-down of the 
Pennsylvania Steel Works owing to the 
troudle over the scale of wages presented by 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron & Steel 
Workers. Meetings were held at Steelton 
during the night, and at 6 o’clock this 
morning there was a parade of the 
members of the association headed by a band 
of music. Sheriff Keller was onthe ground 
shortly after 6 o’clock with twenty-five dep- 
uties, ready to preserve the peace. He made 
a brief speech to the men, counsel- 
ing good order, and was greeted with 
cheers. The deputies were stationed 
at the approaches tothe bridges leading to 
the works, but the men attempted no violence 
and up to noon everything was quiet. Bur- 
gess Heagy’s proclamation to saloon keepers 
to close their places last night 
was observed and there is no disorder. 
This morning the machine shop, boiler shop, 
foundry and frog departments and blast fur- 
nace No.3 are in operation with a full com- 
plement of men. All the other departments 
are now closed. It is reported that the com- 
pany will soon endeavor to resume in the idle 
departments with non-union men. 


BROKERS IN A PANIC. 


Consternation Created by a Stranger on 
the Chicago Exchange. 


CnicaGco, ILu., July 22.—Three resounding 
shots from a revolver, in the great 
hall of the Board of Trade, at a quar- 
ter after 11 o’clock this morning created a 
tremendous sensation momentarily. A 
slight man with dark eyes and a haggard ap- 
pearance stood a short distance in- 
side the entrance to the hall with 
a large revolver in his hand 
toward the lofty ceiling. W hen 
general attention was thus directed to him, 
business was instantly brought toa stand- 
still, and the crowd of brokers, who were 
first frightened and then angry ,rushed at him 
crying. Hang him! Lynch him! Kill him!’’ 
He was overpowered in a moment before he 
could zontinue his fusillade, and after the 
angry brokers had cooled off somewhat he 
was turned over to the police. Subsequently 
it was learned that his name is Atkins, 
that he came to the board to see Thos. Wells 
of the International Packing Co. about a 
claim which he makes. Wells referred him 
to his attorney and Atkins, without further 
parley, stepped upon the floor of the Ex- 
change, drew his revolver and began firing. 


MOVING THE CROP. 


Shipment of Currency to the West—Na- 
tional Capital Notes. 


WasuixcTor, D. C., July 22.—The ship- 
ments of currency to the West to ‘‘move the 
crops,’’ opened up lively to-day, the sum of 
$538,000in small notes being shipped from 
the Treasury to Cincinnati! and Chicago in 
exchange for deposits at New York. The 
department bas been prepared for 
this transfer for some time, with 
a view of meeting the demand 
for small notes for the pose 
indicated. According to present indications 
the demand will be unusuaily large this year, 
one official estimating it at $15,000.00. The 
bureau of engraving and printing has in- 
creased its force, and is printing the notesas 
rapidly as possible.

GUARDS IN REVOLT. 


The Coldstream Grenadiers of the British 
Army Rise in Mutiny. 


BEHIND BARRICADES THEY DEFY THE 
OFFICERS OF THE REGIMENT. 


The Redcoats Finally Quieted and Disci- 
pline Restored by the Efforts of Gen. 
Harding — Origin of the Outbreak 
How Other Mutineers Have Been 
Punished—In Exile at Bermuda. 


Lorpon, July 22.—Truth to-day prints a 
startling story of another mutiny in the 
British army. Strange to remark, the facts 
seem to have been kept quiet up to the pres- 
ent, and stranger still, it 18 again one of the 
famed foot guard regiments that finds itself 
introuble. According to the story in Truth, 
this third serious mutiny among the guards 
during the past year or so occurred in the 
second battalion of the Coldstream Guards, 
whose Colonel is General the Hon. 
Sir A. E. Harding, K. C0. B. The 
second battalion of this regiment 
has been quartered at Wellington Barracks, 
Birdcage Walk, close to Buckingham Palace, 
where it has been furnishing the guard of 
honor and incidentally during the recent 
visit of the Emperor William of Germany to 
London, taking a prominent part in the 
parades, reviews and processions which 
were arranged in honor of the imperial vist - 
tor. This work naturally necessitated a con- 
siderable amount of extra duty which was 
far from being pleasant to the guardsmen! 
who have long deen the pets, some people 
say spotled pets, of the British army. 

ORIGIN OF THE MUTINY. 

After the departure of the German Emperor 
from London the guards expected to be al- 
lowed at least a day free from guard mount- 
ing at the palaces or other places which are 
regularly committed to the guardianship of 
the Grenadier Guard, Scots Fusiliers or Cold- 
stream Guards forming the brigade of foot 
guards on garrison at Wellington Barracks, 
Chelsea Barracks and St. George's Barracks, 
London. This day for recuperation does not 
seem to have been granted to the Cold- 
streams, and a week ago the grumb- 
ling which this alleged neglect had oc- 
casioned among the men broke out 
into serious trouble. Instead of being granted 
the day off, which the Coldstreamers ex- 
pected, and which they considered them- 
selves rightly orwrongly to be entitled to, 
the men were ordered to parade in full 
marching order. The feelings of the men 
upon receiving this ordercan readily be im- 
agined. Grumbling, cursing and, what was 
worse, sullen, flery mutterings were heard 
throughout the company rooms of the bar- 
racks. The whole battalion for a period 
seemed determined to refuse to turn out in 
marching order, or in any other order in fact. 
The first and third companies at first bluntly 
and positively refused to parade, and told 
their non-commissioned officers that they 
would inform the higher authorities of the de- 
termination the privates had arrived at. 

PLEADING WITH THE MEX. 

The non-commissioned officers, with the 
Grenadier mutinies fresh in their memories, 
had no course left but to report the insubor - 
dination referred to. The first and third 
companies’ officers when placed in possession 
of the facts had a hurried consultation and 
did not lose sight of the fact that they had 
before them the prospect of a term of exile 
similarto that which the second battalion of 
the Grenadier Guards was subjected toat Ber- 
muda. Now the officers of the guards are 
not supposed to be very willing unless in 
time of war to leave the enjoy- 
ments of England for the less at- 
tractive society of British colonists, 
be the latter ever so Select. The result was 
that the Coldstreams’ officers repaired to the 
company rooms and earnestly argued with 
the mutinous privates, setting forth to them 
the disgrace which has fallen upon the 
Grenadiers, and hoiding up to them the pros- 
pect of being exiled from England to say at 
least for a period equal to that imposed upon 
their comrades. Finally the rebellious pri- 
vates, still grumbling and growling, sullenly 
consented to parade and were conducted to 
St. James’ Park in full marching order for 
their usual drill. But arrived upon the pa- 
rade ground the behavior and bearing of 
the Coldstreams was 80 glaringly in- 
subordinate that their officers conceded 
that it would be advisable tomarch them 
back to Wellington Barracks. This was done, 
the men returning tothe barracks with the 
consciousness that they hadat least wona 
partial victory over their officers. The lat- 
ter, however, upon arrivingat Wellington 
Barracks issued orders confining their com- 
mands to the barracks for three days as a 
punishment for their insubordination. In 
addition to this the Cold Stream officers 
ordered thatthe ten senior privates of the 
mutinous companies should be placed under 
arrest witha view oftrying them by court 
martial for insubordination. 

: BEHIND BARRICADES. 

No sooner did the main body of the excited 
guardsmen hear of this last order than ninety 
of them barricaded themselvesina room at 
the barracksand declined to emerge from it 
until promised that the ten senior privates 
shoulé not fare any worse thap their com- 
rades. A considerable time was spent in par- 
leying with the mutineers and they were 
finally persuaded, onthe ground that they 
would only make matters worse for all con- 
cerned, to open the door and listen to their 
officers in an orderly manner. The mutinous 
Cold Streams were then addressed by Gen. 
Hardinge, who by judiciously stroking the 
soldiers’ backs, figuratively speaking, suc- 
ceeded in quieting them down. 

The second battalion of Grenadiers Guards 
mutinied at Wellington Barracks about a 
year or so ago and were exiled to Bermuda 
for so doing. ‘They are now on their way 
home and have behaved themselves admir- 
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gave a brigade of guards to Charles II. 
‘*Monks Regiment“ was included in it under 
the title of the Cold Stream Guards. The 
present Cold Streams are tall, finely devel- 
oped men who wear the bearskin and red 
coat distinctive of the Grenadier and Scots 
guards regiments. The Cold Streams have 
seen service on many battle felds and are 
counted among the best of infantry regiments 
of the A 

The military ties when questioned 
to-day regarding story published in 
Truth, did not d that the guards had 
again mutinied. V asked for some ex- 
planation of the soldiers’ conduct the War 
Office officials said that mutiny was of a minor 
character and that the causes which led up 
to it had been thoroughly investigated by the 
proper officials. Asked what were the causes 
which led to the mutiny the War Office offi- 
Cials replied frankly that unreasoning com- 
pliance with orders Was no longer obtainable 
from men who were permeated with quasi 
education, and that this must be seriously 
considered in all future dealings with sol- 
diers.’’ , 


FIGHTING THE ALTON. 


Fixing Rates To-Day to Meet That Road’s 
Last Cut. 


CuHIcaGo, July 22.—Al) the lines that are in 
direct competition with the Alton are 
holding a meeting to-day in Chairman 
Finley’s office for the purpose of deciding 
what action they will take to meet 
the $10 round-trip rate—Kansas City to Chi- 
cago—on account of Grand Army rates to 
Detroit. One result of the meeting was the 
putting in of a $16.50 round-trip rate between 
Kansas City and St. Louis. 


TRYING TO RECOVER OVERCHARGES. 

Sroux Crtr, Io., July 22.—Forty shippers of 
live stock and grain from points on the lines 
of the Chicago 4 Northwestern Railroad, in 
Northwestern Iowa, held a meeting here last 
night to provide for fling suits against that 
company to recover Overc harges on freight 
during the last four or ive years. The ship- 
pers organized six months ago and employed 
Judge C. C. Nourse of Des Moines as their 
attorney. For two years, when the rate on 
cattle to Chicago from Western Iowa points 
was $60 to $70 per car, the Chicago & North- 
western Co. was charging as low as $20 from 
Nebraska points. The shippers have a load 
of evidence. In Northwestern Iowa alone 
probably over $500,000 has been overcharged by 
the Chicago & Northwestern. The suits will 
be begun at once. 


OWNED BY THE STANDARD. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 22.—Ex-Senator Thos. 
Curran, formeriy of Cleveland, O., now of 
Los Angeles, who is a personal friend of John 
D. Rockafelier, asserts the truth of the story 
that the Southern Pacific has passed into the 
hands of the Standard O11 Co. Curran said to 
a reporter: ‘‘I supposed that everybody 
knew that John D. Rockafeller had purchased 
largely of Southern Pacific stock. He owns 
the former holding of Senator Stanford and 
Mrs. Searles.

The British Steamer Soudan Lost Off the 
Coast of Portugal.

Significant Words in Emperor Will- 
iam’s Note to Munster.

THE GERMAN AMBASSADOR’S LIFE NOT 
SAFE IN PARIS. 


A New Cause of Ill-Feeling Between the 
Two Nations—Comments on the Inci- 
dent at the French Foreign Office— 
Tories and Nationalists on Good 
Terms—Mrs. Jameson’s Devotion. 


Pants, July 22._The abrupt appearance at 
Berlin and London of conspicuous mention 
of a recent alleged correspondence between 
Count von Munster, the German Ambassador 
to France, and his imperial master, Wilſlam 
II., coming, as it did, suspiciously close 
upon the departure from England for Norway 
of the Kaiser, has not passed unnoticed here. 
It must indeed be a puerile matter which, 
supposing itto affect ever so remotely the 
normally strained relations maintaining be- 
tween France and Germany, would escape 
the attention of Frenchmen. Strangely 
enough the Parisian press sees nothing in the 
tone assumed by the Emperor in putting 
aside the application of his Minister to be re- 
lieved from the French Embassy to demand 
more than brief contemptuous criticism. 

In the correspondence whieh the Paris 
papers say passed between the Emperor and 
the representative of his Government, the 
Kaiser in refusing to recall the Ambassador, 
makes the significant remark that ‘‘a post 
of danger is a post of honor, thus implying 
that the Count’s life is not safe in Paris. 

Desirous, if possibie, of ascertaining what 
is thought in French official circlesot the 
significant and almost openly threatening 
language attributed to the Emperor, the cor- 
repondent to-day called upon a chief of 
bureau in the Foreign Office under M. Ribot. 
The gentleman wears the cross of the Legion 
of Honor, and has been in the French 
diplomatic service since the days of 1871, 
when Thiers and the National Assembly 
camped out at Versailles. 

On being shown a clipping containing an 
abstract of the correspondence here alluded 
to and asked what he knew of the matter; 
and what, ifanything, he would say in con- 
nection therewith, he spoke ag follows: 

There is no reason why I should exercise 
any particular reserve in speaking frankly 
on this subject, the more so as there ts noth- 
in it which brings it within the purview of 
my bureau, or of the office of which it is a 
branch. The dispatch to which you call my 
attention may be as veracions as proof of 
Holy Writ’ again, it may be a ‘feeler,’ or, 
yet again, it may be just an ordinary, every- 
day sort of faisehood. In any event, it con 
cerns a matter of which the French 
Foreign Office is not officially cognizant. All 
that is said about the amiability, patience,and 
diplomatic finesse of Count Von Munster is 
strictly true. He is a most agreeable gentle- 
man: lam somewhat dubious, however, as 
to the difficulties of his post as Ambassador 
of Germany to France. There are undoubt- 
edly many small annoyances connected with 
it, but [hardly think the Count would say to 
you that, however bitter may be national 
animosities, the officials of the French gov. 
ernment have not invariably accompanied 
unwelcome demands upon his country witha 
gracious deference to the persona! worth of 
its diplomatic representative in Paris. How- 
ever, it may be that the Count really wishes 
to go home. All things are possible—even, as 
I believe, that a scholar, statesman, and 
man of affairs should wish to leave life in 
Paris to vegetate in Germany. 

Speaking more particularly of the reply of 
the Emperor to Count Von Munster, the of- 
ficial said: ‘‘Let me say to you when the 
Emperor advises his servant that a post of 
danger is a post of honor,’ he does not 
startle an anxiously listening world with a 
revelation. If he meant to convey the im- 
pression that there could be personal danger, 
under any circumstances, to his representa- 
tive here in Paris, he is merely guilty of one 
more breach of good taste, and still another 
error of a not over-ripe judgment. 
The republic is as strong to protect 
his ambassador as it was his mother, 
when he sent her here as a ‘feeler,’ or, as it 
is alleged, to protect itself against mon- 
archical conspiracies, whether spawned 
along the Mediterranean, or on the banks of 
the Danube, or the Rhine or on the northern 
shores of the British Channel. 

It is to be observed that the matter enter- 
ing into the gentleman’s remarks was no 
more significant than the confident, even 
aggressive tone assumed in making them by 
one attached to so peculiarly reticent and 
cautious a department of government as is 
the French Foreign Office.

EVENTS IN CHINA. 


RESULTS OF THE TREATY WITH BRAZIL-—~A STATE 
OF TURMOIL. 

VANCOUVER, British Columbia, July 22.—The 
stea mship Empress of India, which arrived 
here yesterday from China and Japan, 
brings advices that Li Hung Chang is cred- 
ited by Chinese papers with the remark: 
Now China has made a treaty with Brazil, 
our countrymen can go there and never mind 
the United states. 

Chinese Consulates are to be established at 
several points on the Pacific Coast, among 
them Victoria and Portland. 

E. F. Brandon, Marshal at the United 
States Consulate-General’s office in Shang hai 
has committed suicide. 

The leader of the Wuhu riots has been ar- 
rested at Shanghai and handed over to the 
Chinese authorities? 

The band of Chinese pirates in Hanoi have 
been completely wiped out by the French 
forces, but punishment seems no deterrent 
to others, as armed attacks on villages are 
reported to be very common. The whole 
southern portion of China is in a state of tur- 
moll, as law and order are set at defiance, 
and armed bands of plunderers make busi- 
hess almost impossible. 

Lee Wing, Governor-General of Formosa, 
is in very bad health and not expected to live 
long. It is belived his death wil be the sig- 
nal for revolts and a general uprising against 
Chinese rule. 

Li Hung Chang is making arrangements to 
start a million dollar factory at Shanghal. 

The Viceroy of Nanking has issued a procia- 
mation stating thgt all avowed members of 
Koloa Society (Highbinders institution) will 
be executed. A proof of membership through 
informers also means punishment by death. 


WARMLY GREETED. 


RECEPTION TENDERED THE WORLD'S FAIR 
COMMISSIONERS IN LONDON, 

Loxp on, July #2.—The reception given to 
the World's Fair commissioners by the So- 
ciety of Arts, Chamber of Commerce and 
other bodies, since they arrived here has 
been highly gratifying to the visitors and 
equally encouraging tothe object of their 
visit. Though they were prepared in ad- 
vance for the display of a reasonable degree 
of interest in the fair, on the part of the 
English merchants, manufacturers and 
others, they express themselves as amazed 
at the enthusiasm which abounds in every 
circle likely to be represented at 
the exposition. In reply to Sir Cun- 
life Owens, welcoming address at 
the Chamber of Commerce yesterday, Mr. 
Butterworth took occasion to express the un- 
bounded surprise of himself and his col- 
leagues at the warmth of their reception and 
the deep interest which the Englishmen 
manifest in the great American enterprise. 

A dispatch from Paris, whither the Com- 
missioners will go on Friday, says that the 
interest taken in their prospective visit justi- 
fies the belief that their reception in the 
French capital will be no less cordial than 
that which they met with in London and 
equally productive of good results.

JAMESON TRACING THE CANNIBALISM 
STORY TO ITS SOURCE, 

Lospos, July 72.—The last has not been 
heard of the Stanley -Jameson-Barttelot row, 
which figured so prominently in all the 
papers towards the end of the last year. For 
some weeks past Mrs. Jameson has been in 
the heart of Africa engaged in making 
careful inquiries to test the accuracy of the 
cannibalism story in which her husband 
was implicated as having bought the child, 
who was killed and eaten by the natives. 
Mrs. Jameson has visited her husband’s 
grave and has had personal interviews not 
only with the chiefs and warriors, but also 
with the carriers with whom her husband 
was brought into contact. It is said that 
she will shortly return to England, when she 
will publisha reply tothe story which was 
told by Mr. Stanley as having been told to 
him. It is also said that when Mrs. Jame- 
son’s book is published it will create a sen- 
sation.

GENERAL FOREIGN. 


BALMACEDA WILL NOT LEAVE HIS OFFICE UN- 
TIL THE REBELLION IS QUELLED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 22.—Advices from Chill 
state thata gentleman who stands high in 
government circles, says that Balmaceda de- 
clares he will not leave the presidency until 
the rebellion is quelled; that he is expecting 
torpedo cruisers and other means by which 
the cruel war will end in six weeks probably, 
and by September at the outside. 

An attempt was made to poison Admiral 
Montt, and several heads of the Revolution- 
ary party through the instigation of the Chil- 
lan Government, and some twenty army 
officers and men were proved to be implicated 
in the cowardly act, and after trial they were 
condemned and shot. 

The American cable steamer Relay, belong 
ing to the Central and south American Cable 
Co., has joined the cables in the Free Sea off 
this place, re establishing communication 
between Calao, Peru and Valparaiso, Chill. 
The work was done under protection of the 
United States steamer Baltimore. 


TO RECEIVE THE EMPEROR. 

Bern, July 72.—A movement ts on foot, of 
which the Emperor cannot be ignorant, to 
meet the Kaiser on bis return home witha 
popular and military reception on a scale of 
magnificence surpassing any event of the 
kind ever witnessed in the German capital. 
Such a welcome, it is argued on all sides, will 
be nothing more than a fitting close ofa tour 
which has censisted of a series of ovations to 
the Kaiser in every way commensurate with 
his exalted station and acknowledging the 
greatness of the Empire over which he rules.

THE ELDER BOOTH. 


A Strange Story Told of the Great 
Actor’s Early Career. 


TRANSLATION OF CORRESPONDENCE BE- 
1WEEN THE SISTERS DELANOIR. 


By Means of Which, it Is Alleged, Edwin 
Booth Has Been Harrassed and Hound- 
ed—The Inscription on a Tombstone in 
a Baltimore Church Yard Made the 
Basis of a Romance. 


New Ton, July 22.—A New York paper on 
Monday last contained a remarkable story 
concerning an alleged attempt to biackmail 
Edwin Booth, the actor. A disreputable news- 
paper man and a person connected with the 
stage for years were said by the writer to 
have in their possession a document relating 
to an incident in Mr. Booth's family but of 
which Mr. Booth was supposed not to have 
been aware until informed of it by the con- 
spirators who were stated tohave used this 
knowledge to blackmail him. Mr. Booth was 
announced to have been harassed by these 
men to such an extent that their persecution 
had affected his brain and that this break- 
ing down of his mental powers was the prim- 
ary cause of his retirement from the stage. 

The late Lawrence Barrett was said to have 
interposed between the supposed conspira- 
tors and his friend, and though he did not 
believe their story, Mr. Barrett is said to 
have paid them to discontinue their annoy- 
ance, The alleged blackmallers, when Bar- 
rett died, are said to have recommenced 
their annoyance of Mr. Booth until Mr. Jo- 
seph Jefferson came to Mr. Booth’s rescue 
and invited the latter to Mr. Jefferson’s sum- 
mer residence at Buzzard’s Bay, Mass., Where 
the sick man was supposed to be secure from 
all intruders. 

HOW THE STORY ORIGINATED. 

The Dramatic News in its issue to-day classes 
the story as a canard, and gives the follow- 
ing allegations in support of its assertion 

Some years ago in an apartment inthe 
Alpine Bullding, at the corner of Broadway 
and Thirty-third street, there met one night 
a party consisting of Steele Mackaye and his 
brother or cousin of the name of Mackaye, 
Frank A. Burr, a journalist, and Charles W. 
Brooke, a celebrated practitioner ut the New 
York bar, Mr. Burr had in his possession 
a package of letters written in French r 
German and alleged to be a correspondenes 
between Agatha Delanoir and her sister, 
Therese, Agatha writing from this country 
to her sister, who lived abroad, and Therese 
answering to America, These letters were 
the subject of the evening's conversation ba- 
tween the gentlemen here named, and it was 
stated that they told an extraordinary story 
of the romance of Junius Brutus Booth’s life. 
The tale was that Booth, the father of Edwin 
Booth, had in his early career married 
Agatha Delanoir against the wishes of her 
parents, end had subsequently gone to Lon- 
don to become an actor, receiving 
at “first a salary of % a week and 
then $10 weekly. He began to despair of hig 
success in this career, and at one time 
thonght of joining the English army to fight 
against Napoleon, but finally came to Amer. 
ica, a6 was alleged, in the company ofa 
flower-girl he had met at Drury Lane. There 
had meanwhile been born to Agatha Delanoir 
a son who was named Kobert Booth, and 
who, when he grew up, came to America 
where he found his father surrounded by & 
growing family. kobert was a hospital nurse 
and saw but little of his father, but what he 
did see convinced him that his mother ought 
to be here, and so he wrote requesting her to 
come across the water. 

CAME TO AMERICA. 

She did come and without pausing in New 
York to interfere with Junius Brutus Booth’'s 
great success she proceeded to her son’s 
humble home in Baltimore, where she took 
up her residence. When Mr. Booth came 
there to play an engagement, according to 
the alleged transiations of the letters, she 
presented herself to him and was repulsed, 
he undertaking to silence her with declara- 
tions that he was sufficiently powerful to 
destroy her. She sought advice concerning 
this conduct on his part and he was taken to 
court to answer. He agreed if she 
would return to her home, to 

her £1D, and with this 
money she was prepared to go home to her 
sister and remain there. But before she 
could leave she was taken ill, and died in 
Baltimore, in the outskirts of which city tt is 
alleged that she is buried under a tombstone 
bearing the legend, Agatha Delanoir, wife 
of Junius Brutus Booth.

SHE LOVES BUT HIM. 


Flora Allen's Plea for “Professor” McIn- 
tire Secures His Release. : 


Margaret Brazil, one of the missing girls 
found at Venice, III., last night, has been 
committed to the House of Good Shepherd as 
incorrigible, while Flora Allen, her compan- 
ion, is now at her home. No. 977 North Sixth 
street, with John W. Mcintire, with whom 
she went to Venice. McIntire, who was un- 
der arrest at the Fourth District Police 
Station, was released this morning, the 
mother of the girl stating that she did 
not wish to prosecute him. He had promised 
to mary her daughter. The Brazil girl was 
committed to the House of Good Shepherd at 
the request of her father. 
LIVED WITH SHOW PEOPLE. 
It is a story of a phase of life of which the 
majority of people are in absolute ignorance. 
The tale deals with the life of people who per- 
form in these small, cheap shows which ap- 
pear in various quarters of a large city and 
travel in small country towns. The place 
from which the two girls disappered, No. 927 
North stxth street, is a rooming house for these 
people and for the past two months or so it 
nas been conducted by the mother of Flora 
Allen. McIntire and Margaret Brazil both 
stopped there. The Brazil girl has no 
mother, but has a father and two brothers 
living. They room in a house where no 
women are received and so it was that the 
girl was forced to find apartments elsewhere. 
She found them at No. 927 North Sixth street 
the place above referred to as a headquarters 
for show people in the lower walks of life. 
There she fell in with these people 
and for some time she has been 
a wayward girl. She kept the 
company ot these showmen and others. Her 
brother, who keeps a mattress factory, gave 
her employment, but could do little with 
her, as she would not stick to her work. Her 
father claims that she has been running 
around with men and that he has been un- 
able to stop her of it. Since Flora Allen's 
mother took the house, a couple of months 
ago, the two girls have been considerably in 
each other’s company. Margaret Brazil 18 
17 years old, while the Allen girlis but 15, 
PROF. M ENTIRE. 

Among the roomers at the house was Jonn 
W. McIntire. ‘‘Prof.’’ Mcéntire, as he terms 
himself, travels with aten cent show giving 
exhibitions of sparring. He was frequently 
to be seen in the company of the girls, and 
more especially with Flora Allen. Nine 
days ago the Brazil girl disappeared. Me- 
Intire was also missing and was supposed to 
have gone with her. Monday Flora Allen 
also disappeared. She was also believed to 
have gone away with McIntire. About 5 
o’clock last evening Capt. Kiely of the Fourth 
District espied McIntire going up 
North Market street carrying a 
valise and had one of his officers 
arrest the professor. When taken to the 
station McIntire told that both the girls were 
stopping at Venice, III., at a restaurant 
kept by a man named Davis. The mother of 
the Allen girl was notified, and going over 
there got both girls and brought them back. 
It developed that the Brazil girl did not go 
away with McIntire, but with a tight-rope 
walker connected with the same show as the 
„Professor. The Allen girl, according to 
her own and NMelntire's story, left 
home Monday and slept Monday night 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
Tenth and Chambers streets. She sent a 
note to McIntire, and he met her at the North 
Market street ferry Tuesday morning and 
took her over to, Venice. Each claimed to be 
in love withthe other, and denied having 
been guilty of any wrong act. 

VERY MUCH IN LOVE. 

Mrs. Allen was very anxious last night to 
prosecute McIntire, but this morning she re- 
lented entirely. She said she had got proof 
of her daughter’s purity, and as the girl 
was determined to marry McIntire she would 
let her do so.

BRIEFS IN THE BURGDORFER CASE. 


The State’s Attorneys File Their Plead- 
ings With the Court. 


Thomas B. Harvey, attorney for the State 
with Bernard Dierkes inthe pool alley case 
of the State against Fred C. Burg- 
doerfer, filed his brief in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this 


afternoon. The document is in a printed 
form and treats the law—the rules of con- 
struction, thetitle, the proper view of the 
law and other points, very exhaus- 
tively, quoting ~ ey authorities. 
The preamble printed fore the brief 
sets Out inaclear way the general drift of 
the brief and the substance of the Imen's 
request to abolish or set aside the law. The 
preamble is as fallows: 

Tour honor is requested by defendant to 
nullify and strike down a criminal statute of 
the State. It is not a 11 right, nor a 
personal privilege, for which he claims con- 
stitutional protection, for wagering is uni 
versally discountenanced 
Government as being 
the public welfare and 
police power of the Stateiscontinually grap- 

ling with it. He is not seeking protection 
rom a wrong, but is asking permission to do 
a wrong, asking fora judiciallicense to do 
with impunity that which the people or the 
State n legislative convention as 
sembled have 3 and sternly 
declared he shall not do. ill the permit be 
issued? Will the legislative check-rein be cut 
and full freedom be given to continue the de- 
bauchery of the public morals? For the judi- 
Clary to throw open the doors of the 

st-houses of crime which have been 
ocked by the command of the people 
is a very serious thing indeed, and we are 
sure that your Honor will deliberate ma- 
turely and conscientiously upon the gravity 
of the occasion before you will accede to this 
audacious and unreasonable claim of consti- 
tutional protection for crime. 

Even in cases where the Constitution has 
been invoked for the protection of individual 
rights, and not for the perpetration of crime, 
as i the case at bar, the 

courts of our State have 

the judiciary not to exercise 
the delicate and dangerous prerogative 
of overthrowing a solemn enactment of the 
legislative department of government except 
in the extremest and clearest cases, and they 
have said that the evidence of the unconsti- 
tutionality of the act should be tantamount 
to that high standard of proof nece to 
take life or liberty to-wit: Proof beyond a 
reasona doubt. 

We therefore beg leave to submit a few 
authorities by the light of which we hope you 
will examine into the sufficiency of de- 
fendant’s claims of the invalidity of the 
statute in question.

MR. SHAW’S WILL. 


Judge Woerner Construes One of the 
Clauses in It. 


THE TOWER GROVE PARK WORKMEN 
ENTITLED TO A LEGACY. 


Each One of Them Will Receive $75—The 
Judge Interprets Mr. Shaw’s Inten- 
tions—A New Improvement Company— 
A Large Estate Distributed—Incor 
poration of a Hunting Club. 


Judge Woerner of the Probate Court handed 
down his decision to-day in the matter 
wherein he was asked to construe a clause of 
the will of Henry Shaw relating to legacies to 
workmen in Tower Grove Park. The clause 
referred to willed $75 to all workmen who had 
deen employed by Mr. Shaw five years. 
There was no question as to the 
men employed in the Botanical 
Garden, but objection was made to paying 
the legacies tothe workmen of Tower Grove 
Park, onthe ground that the men were em- 
ployed by the city. The men, twenty-five in 
number, engagedan attorney and presented 
their case to the court. 

Judge Woerner decides to-day that 
they are entitled to the legacies, 
ruling that it is not a question whether the 
men were in the employ of the city or of Mr. 
Shaw, but whether Mr. Shaw intended that 
they should get the legacies. The Judge gives 
his views in an interesting opinion in which 
he pays a tribute to Mr. Shaw, and revives 
incidents in the life of St. Louis’ great ben- 
efactor, 

JUDGE WOERNER’S OPINION. 
The Court frst reviews the history of 
case and gives the section of the will 
which gave rise to the controversy. Itis as 
follows: 

I give and 1 — to Mr. Gurney, the head gar- 
dener at the Missouri Botanical Garden, the sum of 
three hundred (300) dollars; to Constance Stiobel 
and Michael Sayordil each the sum of one hundred 
and fifty (150) dollars and to any other 
employes and laborers whoat my decease are and 
may have been in my service for five years or more, 
the sum of seventy-five (75) dollars each. 

At the trial, which was begun Junell and 
lasted several days, the court relates the pe- 
titioners proved that they had been em- 
ployed in the Tower Grove Park for five years 
or more before his death; some constantly 
and others at intervals but aggregating the 
full period of five years in every case. The 
evidence at the trial also showed that Tower 
Grove Park after it had been deeded to the 
city by Mr. Shaw was managed dy a 
Board of Park Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the city. Mr. Shaw 
was comptroller of the park, but under 
the control of the Board of Commissioners. 
During the first year or two after the acquli- 
sition of the park by the city Mr. Shaw per- 
sonally employed the workmen at the park, 
but afterward the foreman did so. In the 
beginning Mr. Shaw paid the workingmen at 
the park, but that subsequently they were 
paid by Mayor Thomas and Mr. Kaime. Mr. 
Shaw kept a time-book for the men 
at the Botonical Garden, but not 
for those employed at the park. The latter 
were paid out of funds provided by the city, 
which were under the controlof the Park 
Commissioners. Men temporarily employed 
in the garden were paid out of Mr. Shaw's 
own funds. 

WHAT WAS MEANT. 

This evidence, it was construed, the court 
states, meant that the words ‘‘my other 
employes and laborers’’ referred soly to em- 
ployes of the Garden alone. This is 
supported by the fact that the names of 
James Gurney and others are mentioned. 

On the other hand it was contended for the 
petitioneers the well Known char- 
acter of the testator and the 
facts connected with the donation and 
maintenance of Tower Grove Park, some of 
which were givenin evidence atthe trial. 
Other facts relating to the gift the 
court states are so interwoven with the his- 
tory of the city as to be a matter of public no- 
toriety of which courts may well take judicial 
notice. These matters demand a different 
construction of the bequest. 

HENRY SHAW, 

Henry Shaw,’’ says the court, was a 
man of broad philanthropical views. His 
engrossing aim and purpose of lite 
was to render his name immortal 
by connecting it with a shining char- 
ity, extending to the inhabitants 
of and visitors at the city of St. Louis oppor- 
tunities for enjoyment, culture and recrea- 
tion for all time to come. Tower Grove Park 
and the Missouri Botanical Gardens are of his 
own creation,embodying at once his farseeing 
genius and spirit of his exalted benevolence, 
constituting them the ornament and pride of 
our city and rendering the name of their 
founder familiar to us all as household word. 
The Park after he had dedicated 
it to the city ceased not toengross his anxi- 
ous attention. Hecontinued to watch over 
it with loving solicitude and care, and it is 
not a disparagement of merit in others 
to believe that but for his personal 
supervision and direction the park would 
have been far less attractive tothe public. 
It was his munificence that decorated it 
beautifully, kept paths and drives 
with costly statues and busts 
of men of genius and learning long after the 
title to the property had been vested in the 
city. The park was as dear to his heart on 
the day of his death, we may well believe, 
as it was when yet his own 
property, and in =the language of 
one of the witnesses at the trial—one inti- 
mate with and near to the deceased testator 
—carries conviction when she says that Shaw 
looked upon and called the workmen of the 
Park ‘his men’ as much as those of the 
Garden. In this view the bequest is believed 
to extend, because intended by the testator 
to extend to workmen at the parkas well as 
at the garden. 

Attorhey A. Rebenack represented the 
workmen in the case. Douglass & Scudder 
represented Public Administrator Scudder, 
the executor of the estate, and Rowell & 
Ferris represented the other legatees of the 
estate.

WILL BE NO FIGHT. 


The Hall-Fitzsimmons Contest Declared 
Off This Afternoon. 


GOV. MERRIAM FORCES THE MANAGE- 
MENT TO ABANDON THE MILL. 


He Orders Out the State Militia to Prevent 


the Meeting—New Orleans Parties Will 
Offer the Men a Big Purse to Fight at 


the Crescent City— Disgusted Sports on 
the Ground. : 


Sr. Paut, July 22.—The Hall-Fitssimmons 
fight, announced for to-night, has been for- 
mally deciared off. A conference between 
the management of the entertainment and 
others, which closed at 1:30 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon, resulted in this decision on ac- 
count of the positive action of Gov. 
Merriam in calling on the State militia to aid 
the Sheriff in enforcing the law, and his or- 
der to the Sheriff that the law must be en- 
forced. The management saw that toat- 
tempt to carry out their plans would provoke 
serious trouble, and rather than have what 
promised to become almosta riot, they de- 
cided to postpone the fight indefinitély. 

DISAPPOINTED SPORTS. 

The city is full ot people interested in the 
fight and they will be greatly disappointed, 
many of them having come miles to 
witness the contest. Yesterday Gov. Mer- 
riam issued a proclamation ordering 
all State officers to execute the laws of 1889 
prohibiting prize fights and arrest all peopie 
gulity of violating the law. The officers were 
warned that any neglect to perform the duty 
imposed on them would be dealt with accord- 
ing to the provisions of the statutes of Minne- 
sota. 

Sheriff Bean said this morning he has no 
alternative but to prevent the fight between 
Fitzsimmons and Hall from taking place 
within the city. He said the Governor 
would cut off his head if he did not enforce 
the law.Officers of the Athletic Club insisted, 
however, that the contest would take place. 
It was then considered even money whether 
or not Fitzsimmons and Hall wouid be enabied 
to face each other inthe ring to-night. The 
opposition declare emphatically that the fight 
would not come off even if it had to organ- 
ize a small regiment of citizens and blockade 
the ampitheater. It would not have been a 
very dificult matter to accomplish this, for 
outside of people who were sincerely earnest 
in their protestation, there were thousands 
of men and boys who would readily respond 
to such a call solely in Order to have a hand 
in any trouble that would be likely to occur. 
On the other hand the officials of the Minne- 
sota Athietic Club were asserting 
that matters had gone altogether 
too far for the affair to end 
on a flasco, and that the men should get to- 
gether, come what might. 

SHERIFF AND GOVERNOR CONSULT. 

Sheriff Bean held the key to the situation. 
There was an early and pro- 
longed consultation this morning de- 
tween Gov. Merriam and tue sheriff 
and it was apparent that the chief executive 
had weakened somewhat from his non- 
committal attitude of yesterday, and that he 
was inclined to look with less favor on the 
mill than ne did when he accepted the offer of 
a special box up close to the ring, which was 
tendered him by the officers of the club. Gov. 
Merriam told the Sheriff that he had made 
up his mind that the mill must and shoald be 
stopped, that he would hold him (the Sheriff) 
responsible for the preservation of peace and 
that if necessary the entire National Guard 
should be ordered to enforce this mandate. 

THE MILITIA ORDERED OUT. 

Afterward Gov. Merriam instructed the 
Adjutant-General to direct Companies 0, D 
and H of the National Guard, located 
in this city, to assemble in 
the armory at 7 o’clock to-night 
for service if called upon. Officers of the 
Minnesota Athietic Club then went into con- 
sultation, and Director Shaw, who made the 
arrangements for the fight, said it would be 
declared off and money refunded. 

Parson“ Davies just after leaving the 
conference said. The fight is definitely 
off, so far as this city and Min- 
neapolis are concerned. The repre- 
sentatives of Hall, Fitzsimmons and the 
Club have decided that this is the only course 
that will preserve the peace and prevent the 
possibility of bloodshed.’’ 

The officers of the Minnesota Athietic Club 
have issued an address declaring that the 
organization has been unjustly dealt with, 
and grossly maligned, but that owing to the 
action of officers of the law and the fact that 
an endeavor to pursue the original pro- 
gramme by the club might be made a pretext 
by riotously disposed people to foment dis- 
order and as bloodshed might result, it has 
been decided to declare the fight off. All 
money paid for the tickets will be refunded 
at 10 Oo clock to-morrow morning. 

NEW ORLEANS WANTS THE FIGHT. 

The New Orleans delegation will make a 
proposition to the two man to-night looking 
to the fight coming off in that eity in two 
weeks. They say they will make the purse 
$15,000 if the men and backers will consent.

Walker 
was born in Logan County, Ky., coming to 
Florida about fifty years ago. He was the 
first State Senator from Leon and Wakulla 
Counties after Florida became a State. At 
the time of his death he was Judge of the 
Second -Judicial Circuit Court. The funeral 
was held yesterday. 


MASONS LN COUNCIL 


Meeting of the Grand Chapter of America 
at Minneapolis. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 22.—The General 
Grand Chapter Royal Arch Masons of the 
United States of America began its twenty- 
eighth triennial convocation here at high 
noon to-day. This body is the largest Masonic 
body in the world, having a membership of 
141,901. It is also the oldest body in the 
United States, and it will celebrate 
its centennialin 1897. The address of wel- 
come was delivered by Mayor P. B. Winston 
and response by General Grand High Priest 
D. F. Day of Buffalo, N. Y. The report of the 


general grand scribe showed that in two 


years the net growth ofthe, order has been 
14,942. The total membership now is 
141,901. Since 1889 $186,796 were collected and 
$168,097 expended. There are 2,069 enrolled 
chapters. Interesting reference was made to 
the growth of the orderin Asia, Mexico and 
South America. The Grand Chapterin Chill 
hes not been heard from on account of the 
civil war. The General Grand High Priest, 
in his address said that the Grand Chapter of 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and West Virginia 
which were still independent would probably 
be brought under the General Chapter as well 
as the Canadian Grand Chapter before the 
centennial.

HE USED A HATCHET. 


John Edward Brady's Murderous As- 
sault on His Wife. 


JEALOUSY DRIVES A MILL HAND TOA 
TERRIBLE CRIME. 


After Quitting the House With the Inten- 
tion of Never Beturning Brady Goes 
Back and Chops His Wife’s Head Open 
The Woman's Wounds Certainly Fatal 
—Brady Under Arrest. ‘ 


A short time ago John Edward Brady and 
his wife rented the somewhat dilapidated 
little one-story cottage at 1937 North Tenth 
Street. Aside from the fact that the couple 
had two children and that the husband was 
idle and worthless, while the wife was neat 
and hard working, little was known of the 
new comers by the neighbors. 

To-day Brady occupies a cell at the Fourth 
District Station-house, and the woman lies at 
the point of death in the humble home of her 
aunt in the court at the rear of 908 Tyler 
street. 

It is a story of long suffering at the hands of 
a worthless husban d, poverty, jealousy, and 
brutality. 

Brady married Mary Kent eleven years ago 
and brought her to St. Louis. He is a good 
planing mill man, ana during the earlier 
years of his ma rried life held several good 
positions as fireman of mills. When he mar- 
ried his wife she was but a trifie past 18 years, 
anda bright and pretty girl. Even Brady, 
anxious as he is to invent some excuse for his 
murderous conduct, admits that until re- 
cently his wife was good and faithful and 
true, a neat housekeeper, and loving mother 
to their children. 

Several times Brady has left St. Louis for 
distant points, taking his family with him, 
and as regularly he has deserted her and re- 
turned to this city alone, leaving his wife to 
get back the best way she could. A few weeks 
ago Brady came back from Magnolia, Ark., 
where he had beenemployed ina planing- 
mill, and loafed about the city. His wife was 
reduced to the point of starvation, when the 
lumber men of Magnolia raised a purse for 
her and sent her to her husband. It was 
then that the family went to live at 1937 North 
Tenth street. 

Matters went from bad to worse, Brady 
pawning everything loose in the house and 
his wife working when she could find work to 


do. The man appears to have been insanely 


jealous and extraordinarily quarrelsome. 
Dis putes were of frequent occurrence and the 
poor woman threatened to leave him and 
carry the children along. 

ATTACKED HER WITH AN AX. 

The trouble culminated last night at a 
short time past midnight when Brady, who 
had been watching for his wife’s return from 
a visit to her aunt, Mrs. John McKenzie, in 
the rear of 908 Tyler street, attacked her with 
an ax, making four ghastly wounds upon her 
head and face. Having accomplished his 
bloody work the murderer ran out upon the 
street and wandered about fora time, finally 
surrendering to ‘Sergeants McKenna and 
Phillips of the Fourth District Station. 

Although horribly gashed, the woman stag 
gered to her feet and groped her way out of 
the house, followed by her little ones, who 
had been terrified witnesses of their father’s 
Dloody deed, and tried to reach her aunt’s 
house, a little over a biock away. 

Blood from the poor woman’s wounds 
flowed over her face and blinded her so that 
she frequently fell, but the children led her 
away, and so sometimes crawling on her 
hands and knees she reached the court. 
**Aunt, I'm dying. I’m bleeding to death!“ 
she shrieked, and fell fainting upon the 
ground. 

Some of the inhabitants of the court were 
still awake and they rushed to the aid of the 
now unconscious woman and carried her into 
her aunt’s house, which but a few minutes 
before she had left to return to her home. 

Dr. Wm, W. Graves of 19438 North Eleventh 
street was sent for and found that any of the 
wounds were sufficient to prove fatal, and 
gave little hope of recovery. He stated that 
Mrs. Brady’s youth and good constitution 
might enable her to pull through, but that 
the chance is one ina thousand. The doctor 
stated that he found a deep gash on the right 
cheek, fracturing the cheek bone, a great 
gash in the back of the head, one on the right 
side of the head over the ear and another 
over the right ere. Each of the three blows 
on the head had fractured the skull. It was 
determined to remove the sufferer to a hos 
pital as soon as arrangements shall be made. 

BLAMES HER AUST. 

Brady was seen by a Post-DiIsPaTcCH re- 
porter this morning. He appeared to feel 
very much distressed concerning his own 
prospects for figuring on the scaffold, but had 
no pity for his victim, Hels a slight, evil- 
looking fellow, about 30, who wears his 
hair banged after the style of the tough. 
He is none too well dressed and has the 
unmistakable marks of dissipation upon his 
face. While talking his eyes rove fertively 
about. He does not deny the assault, but 
seeks to justify it by detailing alleged 
breaches of chastity on the part of his wife. 

It's all on account of her aunt Mattie,’ 
(Mrs. McKenzel) he said. ‘‘My wife was al- 
ways a good housekeeper anda good mother 
until a couple of years ago when she fell 
under the influence of her auntand began to 
grow dissipated.’’ 

From that time to last night we have bad 
trouble. Iwasalwaysa good provider when 
I had work. A couple of years ago my wife 
began to run about with other men during 
my absence. When I would get back home I 
would hear about her goings on and tre- 
proach her. On such occasions she would ad- 
mit the fact and taunt me with it. She would 
say that she would go out when she had a 
mind to and that I might take myself off if I 
did not like it. Previous to a couple of years 
ago Inever had any trouble with my wife, 
save once, when I got angry and tore up her 
clothes because she would go to her aunt’s. 
I was arrested then, but my wife refused to 
prosecute and I was not tried. 

‘*There isa fellow named Harry Bentrup 
who has caused much ofthetrouble. He was 
always meeting herat her aunt’s, and her 
aunt was forever sending over for her to come 
over to her house to meet this man and other 
men. Last night her aunt Mattie came over 
to our house frequently and tried to get her 
to go over. The old lady was drunk. I would 
not let my wife go and held her. To make her 
stay at home I pulled her down on to my lap. 
About 10 o’clock we went to bed and slept for 
an hour or so, when my wife’s aunt knocked 
at the door and said that Harry Bentrup was 
at her house and that he wanted to see her. 

REFUSED TO REMAIN. 

When she heard that my wife refused to ro- 

main in the house, but got up and began to 
I tock the clothes that she had taken 

off and put them where she could not get 
Then she went into theother room 


When she was going I told her that 
would follow, butshe laughed at 


me. 
„For awhile I sat and thought the whole 
matter over and then I determined to leave 


and told me that she had met her friena 
Harry Bentrup, and said that she should do 
as she pleased. Then I flew into a passion, 
struck her with the hatchet—struck her in 
the face. She turned to run and I chopped 
at the back of her head. The next 
thing that I remember was my wife lying on 
the floor and I standing over her striking her 
with the hatchet. I don’t remember how | 
left the house, 9 ; 

Brady declared that he was not given to 
drinking and insisted that he had never 
abused his wife. Oapt. Matt Kiely stated that 
a warrant would be issued and Brady held for 
assault to murder, pending the result of the 
woman’s injuries. 

Mrs. Mary Brady lay upon a low cot in her 
aunt’s home this morning, her features hid- 
den under bandages. By her side sat her sis- 
ter Hattie, fanning her. Several women, 
with eyes red from weeping, were in the 
room. 

SYSTEMATIC BRUTALITY. 

Miss Hattie Kent, the injured woman’s sis- 
ter, and her aunt, Mrs. McKenzie, told their 
story. It was a history of systematic bru 
tality. They declared that Brady had never 
supported his wife and family, but had al- 
ways spent his own money in drink and de- 
bauchery and then extorted his wife’s earn- 
ings. In order to get money for drink he 
would tortue his wife. If she had a dollar in 
the house he would get it or smash the fur- 
niture and tear up her own and the children’s 
clothing. On Monday he took off the family 
album and a few trinkets and keepsakes be- 
longing to his wife and pawned them for 2% 
cents, drinking up the proceeds, 

The women indignantly deny that Mrs, 
Brady was leading an immoral life. Mrs. 
McKenzie, with tears in her eyes,called upon 
her neighbors to certify to her soberness and 
good character. 

Miss Kent said that she had been stopping 
with her sister recently and that her brother- 
in-law passed his time while in the house 
a ing his wife. She said that four 
years. ago he tried to kill his wife, throwing 
a lighted lamp at her, while she was in bed, 
cutting two terrible gashes in her head. 

The wounded woman’s mother is Mrs. Ellen 
Kent, who resides at Pacific City, Mo. She 
has been telegraphed for and will see that 
her daughter is removed to a hospital. Mrs. 
Kent has frequently taken care of the chil- 
dren, who are aged Ii and 9 years, the elder 
being a boy. When starvation threatened 
Brady’s family she has usually taken the chil- 
dren.

A Large Party of Excursionists Arrives 
on a Special Car. 


THE TRAVELERS MET BY A DELEGATION 
OF THE SPANISH CLUB. 


Notables Who Are in the Party—Repre- 
sentative Business Men and Plantation 
Owners Who Are Making a Tour for 
Business as Well as for Pleasure—Local 
Reception. 


Anexcursion party from the Republic of 
Mexico arrived at the Union Depot this morn- 
ing and are taking inthecity to-day. They 
were met atthe depot by acommittee from 
the St. Louis Spanish Club consisting of 
Messrs. 8. L. Biggers, Eugene McQuillin, 
Marcus Bernheimer, C. A. Kendrick, H. J. 
Bliss, D. 8. Green, Henry Stanley, W. B. 
Ryan, Antonio Maestre, Edgar F. Tilton, 
Ferdinand Harrsen, George T. Parker, Jas. 
E. Gatewood, Henry L. Whitman, ©. H. 
Mekell, George K. Oyler, Richard Muehlburg 
Ev E. Carreras and Senor Frederich. 

The excursionists are, for the most part, 
representative business men and plantation 
owners of Mexico, and there are senoritas in 
the party, namely, Misses Carmen and Am- 
para Velasco, whoare accompanied by their 
father, Senor Emilio Velasco, a millionaire 
of the City of Mexico. The 
capital of the Republic is also 
represented by Senors Pedro Romeu, Blas 
Truchuelo, Luis Lopez, Manuel San Juan and 
Luis Dublan. Senor San Juan is editor of Zi 
Universal, one of the leading daily papers of 
Mexico, and Senor Dublan is a son of 
tne late Senor Manuel Dublan, Secretary 
of the Treasury in President Diaz’s Cabinet. 

The city and State of Guadalajara are 
represented by Lic. Hilarian-Romero Gil, an 
attorney; W. B. Arrington, an American en- 
gaged in business asa merchant inthe city 
of Guadalajara, and Senors Francisco Romero, 
Nestor Ceballos and Zeferino Espinosa, own- 
ers of large haciendas in the 
State of Guadalajara. One of 
the distinguished excursionists is Senor Bahio 
Castro of Acambero and another is Senor Jesus 
Mancilias of Fresnillo. Monterey, San Luis 
Potosi and Puebloare also represented, and 
the party is in charge of Mr. Reau Campbell 
of the Mexican National Railroad. 

CAME ON BUSINESS. 

Most of the excusionists have business re- 
lations with St. Louis and expect to spend 
most ofthe day in calling on the merchants 
with whom they have been dealing and in 
visiting other commercial houses and manu- 
factories. Mayor Noonan has tendered the 
local Reception Committee the use of the 
harbor boat for the visitors, and the in- 
tention was to give them an excursion on the 
river this afternoon, but the gentlemen of the 
party didn’t think this morning that they 
would get through with their business in 
time to take the proposed trip, and it may 
have to be abandoned on that account. The 
excursionists expect to stop a day in St. 
Louis on their way home next month and the 
intention is to give them a formal reception 
on that occasion. They are to leave at 8:15 
this evening over the Chicago & Alton 
road for Chicago. From that city they goto 
Buffalo and Niagara Falis, andthen to New 
York City and other points in the East.. They 
will return to st. Louis by the way of Wash- 
ington City, Baltimoreand Cincinnat! and 
expect to arrive here again about the middle 
of August, or possibly not until the last of the 
month, the dates not having been definitely 
fixed as yet. They travel in their own Pull 
man car, the Devonla, whichis a buffet 
car as well as a sleeper.

THE INCOME TAX. 


The action of the Ohio Democrats in de- 
claring fora graded income tax compels 
the Republican party to take a definite po- 
sition for or against such a tax in the most 
important contest preliminary to the great 
struggle of 1892. The organs of the party 
whose policy has aggrandized our plutoc- 
racy are promptly opposing any taxation 
of incomes, but the grounds of their oppo- 
sition will utterly fail to satisfy the mass 
of voters, or even a respectable minority 
of them. 

So far all the pleas of plutocracy for the 
exemption of its princely incomes from 
taxation apply with far more force to the 
taxes which the Republican party imposes 
without remorse or compunction on the 
small properties and scanty earnings of 
the masses who do not possess princely in- 
comes. 

If an income tax is a class tax, so is a 
lan@ tax, a bond tax, or a tax on any form 
of wealth which is held by only a part of 
our population. To tax the wages of labor 
indirectly by taxing the houses rented or 
the necessaries purchased with those 
Wages, and at the same time to exempt 
enormous incomes from any taxation 
whatever, is the most odious and oppres- 
sive sort of class legislation and class fa- 
voritism.

The plea that an income tax is a tax on 
prosperity simply admits that it stands 
firmly on ADAM SMITH’s canon of equi- 
table taxation; on the universally admitted 
principle that ‘‘the subjects of every State 
ought to contribute to the support of the 
Government as nearly as possible in pro- 
portion to their respective abilities—in 
proportion to the revenues they enjoy 
under the protection of the State.’’ 

The plea that some millionaires would 
be tempted by the ease with which they 
can conceal their incomes to make per- 
jured returns, has not deterred England, 
France, Germany and other European 
Governments from deriving about one- 
sixth of their annua! revenues from taxes 
on incomes and inheritances. In some 
countries the tax on inheritances and be- 
quests insures an honest return of the in- 
come tax, by affording the means of dis- 
covering income tax frauds and recovering 
double from the dead tax-dodger’s estate. 
The successful evasion of an income tax by 
afew tax-dodgers does not enlarge the 
income taxes paid by honest million- 
aires, and wedonot abolish tariff taxes 
because goods are smuggled. If we repealed 
all taxes which rich tax-dodgers succeed in 
evading, there would have been an end of 
taxation long ago.

WHEN a poor farmer in some secluded 
nook of the Allegheny Mountains raises a 
patch“ of grain and sets up a little still 
because he canturn his grain into money 
only by turning it into ‘‘moonshine’’ 
whisky, nobody proposes on his account 
to abolish the tax on spirits. Heis hunted 
down by the hounds of the law, his little 
property is destroyed, and if he is not 
shot down like a wild beast for resisting 
he is sent to the penitentiary, and nobody | 
asks for a repeal of the whisky tax to 
avert his temptation or his fall. Buta 
loud howl goes up from plutocracy’s or- 
gans against the imposition of a tax on in- 
comes because it might tempt some Croesus 
with an income of millions to save a few 
thousands of it by making a perjured re- 
turn. This howl proceeds, evidently, 
from the belief that our Government ought 
to lavish exemptions, favors and bounties 
upon the rich and pile all its burdens on 
the backs of the poor.

“YOU ARE A LIAR.” 


Murderer Elliott Creates a Scene 
During His Trial. 


THE PROSECUTING ATTORNEY DE- 
NOUNCED BY THE PRISONER. 


Bold Bank Robbery at Eaton, Pa., but 
the Thieves Miss a Good Haul—Burial 
of the James Family at Flora, Ul— 
Five Car Loads of Horses Stolen— 


CoLuMBus, O., July 22.—One of the most 
sensational scenes that has ever occurred in 
the courts of this, or perhaps any other 
county in the State, took place to-day in the 
Elliott trial. 

Prosecutor Hueling had jast begun to ad- 
dress the jury and was  expiain- 
ing away fome of the misstatements made by 
the defense, when W. J. Elliott, the mur- 
derer arose in his chair and shouted that the 
prosecutor was a liar, and added, ‘‘If I have 
to hang I want to hang like a gentleman and 
don’t want my relatives traduced. 

Mr. Hueling commanded the prisoner to sit 
down, but he refused todo so, and Sheriff 
Custer and the jailer were obliged to go over 
and seat him. Mr. Hueling declared that 
what he had said was true, and after dinner 
he would prove it by, showing the 
testimony to the jury. Mr. Hueling had 
been referring to an article in the 
World which the defense claimed called J. 
Elliott's wife a prostitute. But Mr. Hueling 
declared that the article was only a personal 
and simply announced Mrs. Florence J, 
Elliott's arrival at the home of the defendant 
at Arlington. 

Elliott is on trial for the killing of William 
Osborne ina street fight last October. The 
encounter took place when the street was 
crowded. The Elliott brothers were engaged 
in the melee. Osborne was killedanda by- 
stander wounded. 


BOLD BANK ROBBERY. 


AGE CONTAINING $4,000. 

Easton, Pa., July 22.—At the Easton Na- 
tional Bank yesterday a man stepped to the 
teller’s window and addressed Chief Book- 
keeper Frank St. Clair, who was serving in 
the absence at dinner of Jacob Holt, the 
teller. He asked Mr. St. Clair to accept $0 
which he proffered and hold it for a note 
which would soon fall due on the bank. Mr. 
St. Clair told him it was not the custom to do 
business in that way where the makers of 
notes kept no accounts at the bank. How- 
ever, the stranger could open an account if 
he liked. While saying this Mr. St. Clair was 
counting the package of money. He found it 
to contain $78 and told the man to take it 
back to the place where he got it and have 
the mistake corrected. 

The stranger got Mr. St. Clair to count it 
again, andthen saying that he was satisfied 
that the package was short, left the bank. 
He had held Mr. St. Clair's attention about 
three minutes. A few moments later St. 
Clair missed a package of $1 bills which had 
been in a safe inside a money vault in the 
rear of the counting-room. When 
Hackett, the cashier, returned from din- 
ner at 1 o’clock and Mr. st. Clair informed 
him an investigation was made and it was 
found that a package containing $4,000, most- 
ly in one-dollar bills,was gone. The package 
was bulky and how the thief got it out un- 
observed is a mystery. The thief is a man 
with a beard, well dressed and wearing ten- 
nis shoes with rubber soles. Mr. St. Clair 
saw him come in while he was talking to 
stranger No. 2. Stranger No. 3 went to a 
desk at the left and began to write. Mr. St. 
Clair does not remember seeing him after 
that time. The theory is that this man en- 
tered the cashier’s room from the lobby, en- 
tered the counting room next, crept under a 
table and getting into the vault, grabbed the 
first package he could, making his exit from 
the bank safely. He made a good haul but 
just a footaway was a small package con 
taining $10,000, and within a space of four 
feet square and eleven inches from his hand 
was $100,000. Most of this was in the upper 
part ofthe safe. The whole affair took place 
in less than five minutes. People were pass 
ing in front of the bank constantly. It is 
usually the custom to have three clerks in 
the bank at the noon hour. The bank will 
not feel the loss as it has a surplus fund of 
$100,000 and undivided profits of $136,000,

At a reasonable estimate, for- 
eign capitalists have invested $10,000,000,000 
in our country. What value have they given 
us in return? They did not give us gold or s- 
ver, because these metals have been carried 
abroad by the ship-load and are mined here, 
not in Europe. To secure this valuable prop- 
erty these foreigners have merely loaned us 
their credit, in bank checks,drafts and notes, 
and they are paying these with the dividend 
they draw from our people, 

Comparing the foreign capital invested 
here with the total wealth of the country, the 
address declares that, reckoned at compound 
interest, the former will reach the amount 
represented by the latter in twelve years.

PIG IRON PRODUCT. 


Statistics Showing a Marked Decline 
in the Industry. 


A REDUCTION OF 26 PER CENT IN THE 
PAST GIX MONTHS, 


The Output of the Furnaces of the United 
States for 1890 and 1891 Compared 
With Previous Years—Product’ of 
Steel Ingots and Rails Falls Off 44 
Per Cent. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 22.—The bulletin of the 
American Iron & Steel Association contains 
the exact figures of the production of pig 
iron in the United States in the first half of 
of 1891. The total production of pig iron in 
the United States in the first half of 1991 was 
8,371,925 gross tons, against 4,569,518 gross 
tons in the first half of 1890,a decrease of 1,- 
188,588 gross tons, or 26 per cent, Our pro- 
duction of pig ironinthe twohalves of 1890 
did not greatly vary, so that itis not neces- 
sary to make a comparison with the last half 
of that year. 

The decline in our production of pig tron in 
the first six months of 1891 affected the pig 
iron producing States very unequally. Some 
States actually increased their production in 
the Orst half of 1690. The States which in- 
creased their production were Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Georgia, Texas, Michigan and 
Colorado, Four of these States produce 
only charcoal pig iron. The production of 
Pennsylvania was reduced 686,804 net tons; 
Ohio, 237,568 tons; Illinois, 149,819 tons; Ala- 
bama, 64,830 tons; Missouri, 46,684 tons; New 
York, 44,611 tons; West Virginia, 42,662 tons; 
Wisconsin, 81, 486 tons; Virginia, 25,144 tons; 
Maryland, 22.440 tons; New Jersey, 20,504 
tons; Kentucky, 6,767 tons; Indiana, 38,985 
tons; Oregon, 652 tons, and Nortn Carolina 
898 tons. 

Tennessee came very near maintaining her 
record for the first half of last year, produc- 
ing inthe first half of 1891 within 1,483 net 
tons of her production in the first half of 1890. 

The reduction in anthracite and mixed 
anthracite and coke pig iron in the first half 
of 1881 was 17.2 per cent, in unmixed coke and 
raw bituminous pig tron 30.8 per cent and in 

iron 6 per cent, The 

in bessemer pig iron 

32.8 per cent. The production 

of pig iron in the nine Southern states, in the 

first half of 1891, as compared with the first 

half of 1890, shows a falling off amounting to 

17.5 per cent. 

STOCKS UNSOLD. 

The total quantity of unsold pig iron stocks 
which were mthe hands of makers or their 
agents on June 80 last, and which were not 
intended for the consumption of the manu- 
tacturers, was 495,102 net tons against 681,992 
net tons on the Sist of December last, a de- 
Cline of 186,890 net tons. These figures cover 
the increased production of June in the Shen- 
ango and Mahoning Valegs. 

In addition to the above stocks of unsold 
pig iron the American Pig Iron Storage War- 
rant Co. held in its yards on June 30, 1891, 
49,800 gross tons, of which 9,449 tons are in- 
Cluded in the above figures as being still 
controlled by the makers, leaving 40,351 gross 
tons or 45,198 net tons of pig iron on the mar- 
ket in other hands, against 50,289 tons so held 
on Dec. I. 

On June 80, 1891, there were 2% furnaces in 
the whole country against 321 in blast on Dec. 
81, 1890. On June 80, 1890, there were 239 fur- 
naces in blast, or 44 more than on the #th of 
June last. 

The figures showing our production of pig- 
fron in the first half of 1991 indicate a far 
greater reaction in this leading branch of our 
iron and steel industries than has ever before 
occurred. Even the reaction following the 
panic of 1873 was relatively not anywhere 
near so severe as that which has just taken 
place. In the same year in which that panic 
occurred our production of pig - iron reached 
its maximum of 2,560,968 gross tons. 

From that year until the close of 1876 there 
was a gradual decline in production to 1,868, - 
961 gross tonsin the last named year, or 27 
per cent for the whole period from 1873. Now 
we reduce our production 26 per cent in six 
months. 

STEEL PRODUCTS. 

The bulletin also contains the statistics of 
the production of bessemer steel ingots and 
bessemer steel railgin the United States in 
the first half of 1691. These statistics, as was 
to be expected, show a great decrease in the 
production of both ingots and ralls in the first 
halfofthis year, as compared with either 
half of 1990. In the first half of 1890 the total 
in net tons was 2,041,239, and first half of 1691, 
1,599,006. The shrinkage inthe production of 
bessemer steel ingots in the first half of 1%71, 
as compared with the first half of 1600), was 
over ii per cent, while the shrinkage in the 
production of bessemer steel rails 
in the same period was nearly u per cent. 
These are very great shrinkages, The wide 
gap between them, however, again illustrates 
the growing popularity of bessemer steel in 
the production of articles other then rails. 
Our production of bessemer steel rails in the 
first half of 1991 was the smallest half yearly 
production that has taken place since the 
first half of 18%. It was even smaller than in 
the second half ofthat particularly dull year. 
The reduction in the ingot production in the 
first part of 1891 as compared with the first 
half of 1890 was wholly due tothe decreased 
demand for rails.

MAY CROSS CUES. 


Schaefer and Slosson Likely to Play for 
the Championship. 


REAPPEARANCE OF OLD TIMERS ON THE 
BASE BALL. DIAMOND. 


Joe Goddard’s High Rank as a Pugilist— 
The Black Pearl’s Splendid Showing 
With Joe Ellingsworth — How Billy 
McCarthy Was Defeated—Base Ball, 
Racing and Other Sporting News. 


New YoOrK, July 22.—The billiard contro- 
versy between Jacob Schaefer and George F. 
Slosson has cropped out again, and it looks 
very much from the position that Slosson has 
taken, as if the ‘‘Wizard’’ would be obliged 
to accept the Eastern expert’s terms, pro- 
vided he is sincere in his recently expressed 
statements at his home in Chicago. 

Schaefer, it appears, seemed to be quite 
willing to play Slosson a match for the 
world’s 14-inch balk-line emblem in New 
York, provided Slosson would allow him $250 
for expenses in case of his defeat. This was 
telegraphed from the Chicago house to the 
New York house of the Brunswick-Balke-Col- 
lender Co. 

When the matter was brought tothe atten- 
tention of Slosson he said: ‘‘I sent word back 
immediately that I was willing to play 
Schaefer in New York next November for the 
emblem and $500 a side, the game to be 800 
points up, on a5x10 table with 2% balls in 
public hall and in accordance with the rules 
governing the 14-inch balk-link game. Asa 
proof that I meant business, I deposited then 
and there with the Brunswick-Collender 
company $500. Whether Schaefer has cov- 
ered this amount or notI am unable to say, 
but in all probability he has, and will cover 
it at once, and thus insure the playing of an- 
other match.’’ 

From therather exalted position held by 
Schaefer among the bilhard fraternity it 
would appear as being something unusual for 
a champion to ask any condition of a rival, 
and, therefore, when Schaefer specified that 
he would require $250 for expenses in case of 
defeat, the matter was received with genu- 
ine surprise in this city. On the other hand 
Slosson shows his anxiety to meet Schaefer 
upon a true championship basis. He asks no 
odds, nor does he wish to secure any. He 
names the conditions clearly under which he 
will play, and they are similar in character 
to those that have governed all of the most 
important gamesthat have been played in 
this country. 


THE RING. 

When Jim Corbett, the young Californian 
who fought a draw with Peter Jackson, said 
that he would not meet the winner of the 
Goddard-Choynski fight because neither 
man was in his class he probably 
stated the truth. Joe Goddard, the 
Barriers champion, appears to completely 
outclass the young American who wears a 
No. 10 hat to cover a No. 5 brain. The 
second meeting between Joe Goddard and 
Joe Choynski which took place last Monday 
before the Melbourne( Australia) Athletic Club 
proved the former to be beyond doubt one of 
the best men inthe world. He whipped the 
American boy in four rounds and had every- 
thing his way from the start. It took God- 
dard just four rounds to finish Choynski in 
their previous meeting, and although the 
Californian was terribly punished, he also 
did considerable damage to Goddard, 
as Choynski is something of 
4 hitter himself. He dis played 
more science than Goddard, and many people 
believed that if he had adopted different 
tactics he could have won. Another match 
was made and again the Australian 
proved clearly that he outclassed the Amer- 
ican. It took Corbett twenty-eight rounds to 
whip Choynski when the latter was only 
about 16 yearsof age, while Corbett was a 
few years older and more fully developed. 
That Choynski has improved greatly is shown 
by his easy defeat in Australia of Fogarty, 
the jaw breaker, and of Mick Dooley, one 
of the most scientific men in the ring and a 
man who has made a good showing with 
the best of Australian fighters. Yet Goddard 
has twice succeeded in whipping Choynski in 
the easiest manner, winning each fight in 
four rounds. These contests prove conclu- 
sively that Goddard’s eight-round draw with 
Peter Jackson was not a fluke,as the negro 
claimed, and also show that the statements 
that the man from the Barriers would have 
knocked out Peter if the fight had lasted two 
more rounds may not have been without 
foundation. While Goddard Is not especially 
well scienced, he isa terrific hitter and can 
stand a great deal of punishment. Jackson 
speaks of meeting him again, and if he does 
it is pretty certain that Goddard will prove 
the winner. Itis also dollars to doughnuts 
that if Goddard ever meets Corbett the Call- 
fornian will have to be content with second 
place to the man who is not in his class. 

JOE ELLINGSWORTH’S DEFEAT. 

The easy victory of Harris Martin, the 
„Black Pearl, over Joe Ellingsworth before 
the Twin City Club of Minneapolis last night, 
stamps the negro asa middle-weight fighter 
of no mean ability. Themen fought fora 
purse of $1,500. After the first round the New 
Yorker was never init. He did the leading 
and had the best of the open- 
ing round, and started in well 
in the second, bat after he had landed a few 
blows the Black Pearl began rushing him. 
After drawing first blood from Ellings- 


down four times, receiving terrible punish- 
ment. Ellingsworth was scarcely able to 
stand in the fourth and the spectators wanted 
the fight stopped. He was punished badly 
again and four Knocked 


and the blood was spurting from him. He 
was sent to the floor, and when he tried to 
rise fell back, and his seconds threw up the 
sponge. A spectator fainted from the sick - 
ening sight. The Pearl was scarcely marked, 
while Ellingsworth was badly cut and 
bruised. While Ellingsworth is by no means 
afirst-class man, the Black Pearl whipped 
him so easily, and displayed such power to 
give punishment, that he is evidently a mid- 
dle-weight of ability, and should be pitted 
against a tiptopper. When Joe Ellingsworth 
was an ameteur in New York it was believed 
by his admirers that he could whip any man 
of his weight in the world. He was put up 
against Jack Dempsey, and proved an easy 
prey, and in fact almost ever since his pro- 
fessional career began he has known little 
but defeat. 
BILLY M’CARTHY LOST. 
At San Francisco last night another ex- 
amateur middle-weight fared better than 
Ellingsworth. Alex. Gregains, the ex-ama- 
teur champion middle-weight of the Pacific 
coast, fought Billy McCarthy before the new 
Pacific Athletic Club and was awarded the 
battle at the end of the twenty-fifth round. 
McCarthy had the best of the fight all 
the way through and in the fifth and 
again in the twelfth rouna had Gregains 
almost knocked out. In the tenth round Gre- 
gains fouled McCarthy and when the later 
turned to the referee to claim it, the ex-ama- 
tuer came up behind him and knocked him 
down. The referee would not allow the foul 
and after an examination of McCarthy by the 
doctors, the battle continued. In the twen- 
tieth round McCarthy injured hisright arm 
so that he could no longer use it, but still 
made a good fight, and Gregains was unable 
to knock him out. When the referee discov- 
ered McCarthy’sinjury hestopped the con- 
test in the twenty-fifth round and awarded 
it to Gregains.

ON HER DEATH-BED 


-— 


A Faithless Wife Confesses the Com- 
mission of a Horrible Crime, 


THE TRUE SOLUTION OF A PENNSYI- 
VANIA MURDER MYSTERY. 


How the Wife of a Lumberman and Her 
Paramours Killed the Husband and 
His Four Children—The Startling 
Story Told by the Woman Before She 
Died. 


Ausr., Pa., July 22.—A startling story 
comes from one of the lumber camps at Ket- 
tle Creek, this county, the truth of which in- 
terested parties have started out to investi- 
gate. In April, 1889, the people of all this re- 
gion were horrified by the news that Frank 
Hancock, a lumber man living at Blue Run, 
had murdered his four children and commit- 
ted suicide by hanging himself in his house. 
The news was made known by Hancock’s 
wife, who had been absent from home on th 
night of the tragedy. 

Her story was that she had gone home and 
found the four children lying dead, some in 
the house and some in the yard. They had 
been stabbed and frightfully wounded with a 
butcher knife. The oldest child was 12 years 
old. A4-months old baby was asleep and un- 
injured ina pool of blood at the side of one 
of its murdered sisters. A note apparently 
in the handwriting of her husband was found 
in the house, in which he confessed the terr!i- 
ble crime, giving as his reason his desire to 
rid his wife of himself and little ones because 
of her conduct. 

At the Coroner’s inquest it was developed 
that Hancock was jealous of his wife with 
cause and that he had frequently upbraided 
her for her unfaithfulness. It was also 
known that the day before the butchery at 
Blue Run Mrs. Hancock and John Coagley, 
with whom her husband had frequently ac- 
cuséd her of being Intimate, were nearly all 
day togetherin the woods. The fact was 
brought out also that the chirography of 
Mrs. Hancock resembled in a remarkable 
manner that of her husband. Many whoknew 
Frank Hancock well refused to believe 
that he could have committed the shocking 
crime which his alleged note declared him 
guilty of, but on the strength of the evidence 
submitted a verdict tothe effect that he had 
murdered himself and his children was ren- 
dered, Not long afterwards two aprons, said 
to belong to Mrs. Hancock, were found under 
an outhouse near the scene of the murder. 
They were soaked with blood. 

HAUNTED BY HIS CRIME. 

After the Coroner’s investigation was over 
Coagley left Biue Run and came tothis place 
to work in the saw-mills. While here he 
made no secret ofthe fact that he was in 
constant fear that detectives were following 
him, and the appearance of every stranger in 
the place caused him great anxiety. His 
feeling grew on him, and he finally disap- 
peared suddenly, and his whereabouts have 
never been learned. Mrs. Hancock also left 
Blue Run afterthe investigation was over. 
She was soon heard of as an abandoned 
hanger-on of the lumber camps, living with 
this and that rough lumberman. It jis not 
known what disposition she made of the 
baby that escaped the fate of its brothers 
and sisters on that bloody night at the Blue 
Run cabin. 

A few days ago a messenger from the Kettle 
Creek camp went to Coudersport, the county 
seat of Potter County, with the startling 
story that Mrs. Hancock had died in camp, 
and that before dying she had made a confes- 
sion which not only acquitted her hus band of 
the murder of himself and the children, but 
which declares that she herself and two of 
her paramours, whom she named, but whose 
names are not made public, murdered her 
husband and children. The confession is to the 
effect that she had become alarmed at the 
threats her husband had made against her 
because of her persistent unfaithfulness and 
egged on by the two men she resolved, with 
their aid, to put Hancock out of the way. 
The plan was to choioroform him while he 
was asleep, hang him toa rafterand place a 
note in his pocket, as if written by himself, 
stating that he had committed suicide and 


why. 
THE AWFUL DEED. 

Mrs. Hancock succeeded in chloroforming 
her husband while he was asleep in bed, and 
the two men, who were waiting for the sig- 
nal, entered the house, provided with a rope, 
and were hanging Hancock when the oldest 
child awoke, rose up in bed, and, seeing the 
strange men, made an outcry. The mother 
herself seized a butcher-knife and tried 
to frighten the child into silence and 
falling, she stabbed it to death. The other 
children being awakened by the noise, were 
all butchered as the first had been to silence 
them. The babe, being too young to be dan- 
gerous to the murderers, was not harmed. A 
new note then had to be written to include 
the murder of the children, as well as the 
suicide, and Mrs. Hancock, according to the 
alleged confession, wrote it, surrounded by 
the victims of the horrible night’s work. 
She and thetwomen then went away and 
— next day she made the announcement ot
